How Letters Reach 
Soldiers at Front 


Postmaster of One Battalion Tells 
of His Very Arduous 
Duties 


Do you ever wonder just how your 
letters reach that mysterious region 
“Somewhere in Mrance or Belgium. /” 
Then read this letter from the “post 
master” of oa certain ‘battalion who 
has sorted letters in everything from 
u pig pen to uo barn. ‘Writing from 
landers, he s 

The mail carrier at the front in 
Flanders has great expertences, One 
of these in writing to friends of his 
there, says: 

While our boys went to the trenches 
for their first night, it fell to my lot 
to establish a “poste bureau” some- 
where handy to the quarter-master’s 
stores, The jplace selected for our 
battalion supply base was a barn and 
yard. which formed part of the pro- 
perty of a well-to-do Miemish farmer, 
who, ‘with his wife and daughters, 
were still on the job.” I wags allotted 
u shed adjoining the barn, in which 
to handle the mail. I was uble to 
till up the breeches in the shed and 
shut out the cold by aid of two large 
tarpauling nailed to and hung from 
the ‘beams. Then, with part of the 
earthen floor laid with brick, a table, 
chair, and other finishing touches I 
was able to open up the first post 
office of the 19th Battalion, Por 
three weeks [ worked. ate und = slept 
here, my bed consisting of a generous 
‘ayer of mail bags om the earthen 
floor 

Our (\proximity to the farm house 
made it cosy. so long as 'we had the 
cash to purchase fresh milk, butter 
eges and bread—Flemish bread. For 
although the first three do not differ, 
except a little in price, Flemish ‘bread 
is quite different, It tastes unsalted 
and is so light that one has no fear 
of disagreeable after effects. It is 
in great demand, Mushrooms also 
formed a frequent item on the menu 
for some time, 

But to return to the distribution of 
mail after it has survived the whims 
of the mule team and is deposited at 
the battalion post office. It is sorteé 
out into the four companies, the ma- 
chine gun section and smaller units, 
Then it is handed over to the com- 
pany quarter-master sergeants, whe 
@eliver it th the rations; and be- 
lieVe me, it is the most eagerly sought 
after item on the bill of fare, 

While living on this farm T was 
able to renew old acquaintanceship 
with a fork on a wheat stack one 
afternoon, One of the farmer's daugh- 
ters was pitching sheaves all alone to 
the threshing machine, so 1 “spelled” 
her for half an hour For the first 
time 1 saw hard-bound sheaves going 
into the eylinder anJ the straw come 
out on the carrier in bundles bound 
by twine, These were forked aside

Ii® Catholie Mission for the Peigan tribe, had been located in | 

the valley of the ‘Old Man’s” river, West of Macleod. On the | 

oom first rise of the ground of the valley, dominated on the North | 
hy one of the highest summits of the Poreupine range, and fringed 
on the South by the wooded part of the valley, with the hills gradu- | 
ally ascending to the West, there stood in ae a pretty large Indian | 


village of some thirty houses, the eamp of ‘‘Running Wolf,”’ a | 


influential councillor, chief of the tribe. | 


There also was the Mission House, a very rough log building, | 
not in any particular different in appearance from the dwellings | 
of the Indians. On the outside a plain cross, made of two pieces of | 
hoards, was the only sign distinguishing this building from the | 
others of the camp. In the inside not an object that could have been 
termed a piece of furniture, except the stove, was to be found. Yet 
a little partition had been made, with some cotton hangings at the | 
furthest end of the house. This was the ehapel of the Mission. | 

Anything move primitive or poorer could searcely be imagined. 
The cave of Bethlehem may have been rougher in a certain way; it | 
could not have been poorer. 

There on the frosty morning of a very eold day, 25th of Deeem- 
ber, of the year of Our Lord 1880, the sun rose gently and illuminated | 


the hills rising to the West. | 


The two missionaries had made their private devotions early in | 
the morning. Later on ia the day they gathered their many friends 
of the Indians and improvised a religious service by the singing of 
some religious hymns suitable to the occasion, (They had not been 
there quite one month). They spoke to their dusky hearers of the | 
great love of God, who tad condescended to become one of us, even | 
a little child, in order to save mankind, who had some to bring 
truth and ‘‘peace on earth, to man good will,”’ to teach to man the 
Matherhood of God and the brotherhood of man. We were then in 
1880; we had not yet seen 1914 and 1915, How could we now mention | 
without moekery the brotherhood of men, in presence of the Indians? 

After the religious service, primitive and rude, but yet intent 
with th: somewhat awe-stricken attention of the Indians, whose re- | 
ligions sense is so acute, we made, as best we could, a little feast for 
our guests, the main, and perhaps the only delicacy’ of the entertain. | 
ment, being a hot cup of black tea. 

And the angels, if they sang their hymns of praises: ‘‘ Praise be 
to God in the Highest, and peace on earth, to men of good will,” they | 
sang it very silently, and they were not heard, and the night came | 
again and closed on that lonely spot by the forest fringed bank of the | 
Old Man river, and silence erept on the Indian camp, and this was 
iiy first Christmas day in the North West, at the end of the year 
Isso, 

It must be said that at this time the two missionaries on the Peigan 
reserve, were the only two priests for the part. of the Alberta pro- 
vince lying South of Edmonton, except for another priest located on 
the Battle river, EMILE J. LEGAL, O.M., 
Archbishop of Edmonton.

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IN EARLY DAYS OF ALBERTA 


| M Y First Christmas in Alberta was kept in the Old Fort in 1862, 
I had brought the Rev. Thomas Wolsey from North of Smok- 
}oo0o0 ing Lake to the Fort, he being chaplain of Hudson's Bay 
| Company at that time, and as it was the custom for postmasters and 
‘traders to convene during the winter holidays, it was the place of the 
| Chaplain to come also. We had come by dog train, and because of 
| lack of snow, had kept to the ice of the Saskatchewan right up to the 
Kort. 
The times were hard. Provisions were scaree, Buffalo meat, 
either fresh or in dried meat or pemmican, was at a high premium, 
| We arrived the day before Xmas. and left the morning after New 
Your’ s. Dogs and men were on short rations, Nevertheless, we en- 
| joyed the brief intercourse with our fellow men. Mr. Wolsey held 
service on Xmas. Day and Sunday. On Xmas, afternoon and all day 
fon New Year's sports were engaged in—foot races, football and tug- 
}of-war—and on New Year's night there was a grand ball held in the 
ballroom of ‘The Big THouse,’’ which then oecupied the centre of the 
Old Fort, 
| The gates of the Fort were shut before dark and not opened un- 
til about sunrise every morning, and guards were on duty through 
jthe night. Dogs were the main means of transport and therefore 
| were tremendously in evidence. ‘Strong Dogs,’’ ‘‘Smart Dogs,’ 
‘Wise Dogs,’’ and ‘Damned Dogs,’’ were the chief topie of conver- 
lsation. A man’s speed and endurance and ability to get along miles 
| per day out of a train of dogs, gave him a place and a dignity in 
Fort Edmonton in 1862, 
The officers of the Company at Edmonton were Chief Faetor 
| William Christie and Chief Trader Richard THardisty—as postmas- 
jters there were Messrs. Flett, Brazean and Cunningham—as clerks 
there were MeCauley and MeDonald, and in charge of the rations,

Anne, Peter Pambrun from Lac La Biche, and Mr, Chautelans from

To know more about those days and the eonditions which en- 
vironed them, any one interested should hunt up my first two books, 
‘Forest, Lake, and Prairie,’’ and ‘‘Saddie, Sled, and Snowshoe,’’ 
These books will reveal life as it was in Saskatchewan and Alberta, 


iwhen I spent the first Christmas in what is now Alberta, 


Suffice it to say that there were no settlers then West of Portage 
Prairie—that tribal war was constant—that no cereal food or salt 


meats were either produced nor yet imported at that time. And now
